;,!he sources said negotiators:for 
the two countries are now talking 
about what each should say in the 
statements. 


i The informants said the United 
States is still demanding verifica- 
tion that Soviet offensive weapons 
have been removed from Cuba 
and guarantees that they will not 
be brought back, and the Soviet 
Union is demanding a U.S. pledge 
that Cuba will not be invaded. 


President Kennedy and Soviet 


Premier Khrushchev agreed on 
such safeguards in letters Oct. 27 
and 28. They also agreed that the 
Soviet Union would pull out the 
offensive weapons it had sent to 
Cuba and the United States would 
lift the blockade it had imposed 
to keep more from coming in. 


Since then, U.S. Reconnaissance 


has observed 42 medium-range 
missiles and 42 bombers leaving 
Cuba aboard Soviet 
freighters, 


and Kennedy has lifted the quar- 
antine.

two burned to death and three 
others were shot to death.

when he allegedly was beaten and 
thrown from a train. 


During the week fires claimed 


three persons were electrocuted 
one was stabbed! to death and on 
died when a jack collapsd and 
a car fell on him.

GOPs Figure

LITTLE

(AP — The 


Arkansas R e p u b l i c a n Party 
claimed significant gains Saturday 
in the Nov. 6 general election. 


William L. Spicer of Fort Smith, 


chairman of the state GOP com- 
mitee, said the 82,000 votes polled 
by Willis1 Rickets, the party's 
gubernatorial candidate, was one 
of the largest "off-year" Republi- 
can voles ever gathered in the 
state. 


Spicer issued a statement giv- 


ing his party credit more for the 
campaign it ran than the votes it 
polled. 


He said the party had over 150 


candidates for local, county, dis- 
trict and state offices. 


"This is an all-time high," he 


said. 


The. 
winning of! some 
county 


posts was gratifying, since the 
party is trying to build from the1, 
ground up, Spicer said. 


While the party did not win a 


state 'or district office, he said. 
"we did force the Democratic 
party into a defensive position, 
from which they were obliged to 
campaign for the support of the 
electorate. This in itself .is totally 
unprecedented and 
signals 
the 


coming of age of the Arkansas 
GOP as a political force, if not as 
yet a winning party." 


Spicer s;aid Rickets tried; 
to 


overcome the handicap of "lack 
of exposure to the public eye" by 
proposing long-over due reforms, 
but that GOP machinery was un- 
able to turn his reforms into' votes. 


"Our district candidates, both 


excellent men and hard workers, 
fell victim to the same malady," 
he added, "campaign inexperience 
and lack of money to put across 
their programs." 


In the 4th Congressional District 


race for representative, incum- 
bent Oren Hards' polled 74,972 
votes to 21,818 for Warren Lieb- 
long. Rep. James Trimble de- 
feated Cy Carney Jr. 58,786 to 2 ,- 
987 in the 3rd district. 


Strengthening the party at the 


precinct level is the only way to 
overcome this, Spicer said. 


There was some unjust criti- 


cism of the Republican leadership 
during the campaign, Spicer said, 
and "every 
candidate had his 


share of detractors who did not 
like the way this or that candi- 
date campaigned." 


Dr. Kenneth Jones of Little Rock 


campaigned on the Republican 
ticket for senator but termed him- 
self a conservative first and a 
GOP member second. 


The eventual goal of the Repub 


lican party, Spicer said, is to have 
a candidate for every post in 
every election. 


"The Arkansas Republican State 


Committee will 
lend assistance 


and advice to any Republican can. 
didate who asks for it," he said' 
"and we will support them to the 
utmost limit of our resources." 


The party would not attempt to 


control its candidates, he said, 
whether they "are running for 
justice of the peace or the United 
States Senate." 


Spicer's statement was issued 


through GOP headquarters at Lit- 
tle Rock. He was in Washington 
over the weekend, where Republi- 
can party leaders conferred with 
national GOP officials on trends 
of the election.

Brown of the Georgia Farm Bu- 
reau put. it, farmers1 in Mie South- 
east stand firmly behind the na- 
tional organization in its past op- 
osition to extension of controls 
to farm products not now subject 
to them. Brown said that for the

being federal restrictions 


were necessary for cotton tobac- 
co and peanuts.

AMS Hopes to 
Immunize 80% 
of Population 


By BILL SIMMONS 


FORT SMITH, Ark. (AP-The 


Arkansas Medical Society, hoping 
to immunize 80 per cent of the 
state's population, has decided 
that each county should conduct 
its own immunization program, 
Dr. Roger Bost of Fort Smith said 
Saturday. 


Bost is chairman of the society's 


polio c o m m i t t e e , which'had 
planned a statewide campaign; for 
this fall but postponed it Sept. V4. 


The postponement followed re- 


ports from Canada that four per- 
sons given tri-valent doses of Sa- 
bin oral polio vaccine came down 
with polio. 


All three types of Sabin vaccine 


were to have been used in the 
statewide program, but the society 
has decided since to use only types 
I and II. 


The third type has not been 


cleared by the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service for consump- 
tion, and the society said it would 
not be employed until the PHS 
recommended it. 


Bost pointed to successful cam- 


paigns with Sabin vaccine in Mil- 
ler and1 Washington counties, and 
said Ihe society had come to be- 
lieve that the county or area level 
was the best possible level for 
reaching1 most of the people 
in 


the stale. 


The recent program in Wash- 


ington County immunized approx- 
imately 80 per cent of the coun- 
ty's 55,000 residents after a polio 
outbreak claimed one life and 
hospitalized nine other persons. ' 


Bost said' persons who have had 


all three Salk shots and the regu- 
lar boosters,, still1 need the Sahini 
vaccine. 


The Salk vaccine is only 80 per 


cent effective, while the Sabin 
vaccine is practically 100 per cent 
effective, he said. 


The society said if 80 per cent 


of the persons in the state take 
the Sabin vaccine, the other 20 
per cent could become immune 
without taking It. This is because 
the Sabin vaccine is a live virus, 
Bost said, whereas the Salk vac- 
cine uses a killed virus. 


Bost said any member of 
'a 


household could take the Sabin 
vaccine, and the other members 
of the family would become al- 
most immediately immune, even 
though they did not take the vac- 
cine themselves. 


Some 48 million does of Types 


I and II Sabin vaccine have been 
administered, Bost said, "without 
a single case of polio resulting."

Red China's cease-fire and with- 
drawal maneuver may be only a 
trick and warned his front-line 
troops that fighting might flare up 
again in the Himalayas.

warning in a radio address after 
rejecting Peking's terms for set- 
tlement of the border conflict. 


Nehri! offered to refer the fron- 


tier dispute to the International 
Court of Justice if China with- 
draws from Indian territory. He 
made the offer in an appearance 
in Parliament. Later he made Ms 
radio address to Indian soldiers, 
telling them to be prepared for •' 
long struggle.

Nehru told Parliament India 


continues to demand that the Chi* 
nose withdraw to the position* 
held Sept. 8. China has called this 
"utterly, unacceptable." 


Nehru warned "this war may 


even last five years or more but 
I feel confident we shall win." 


He called on the Indian people

Nehru also had words for the 


six nonaligned nations meeting in 
Ceylon in a search of a solution 
to the India-China conflict.

Fish to Be 
Key Dish 
in Arkansas

How do you like your fish? 
Fried? Broiled? Baked? 
No matter what your preference 


now, 
you'll probably be trying 


some new fish preparations in the 
near future. 


Charlene Hatched of the Bureau 


of Commercial Fisheries at Ann 
Arbor, Mich., vouches for this. 
She's in the business of creating 
new products for.the dining table, 
and she's a specialist in creating 
these products from fish. 


It's called recipe development.. 
Miss Hatchett and Miss Ann 


Davics, also of the Michigan BCF, 
are home economists, working to- 
ward the betterment of the fish- 
ing industry through more varied 
and dclccliblc products. 


Together they cover an 18-state 


area 
which includes Arkansas 


demonstrating to home demon- 
stration agents new types of fish 
preparations. Miss Hatchett has 
showed new methods in Arkans 
as< home 
c{emonstratioJi agents, 


and over television.

Among Hie fish used in recipe 


development, Miss Hatchett said 
the buffalo probably offers a good 
example of what the researchers 
can do. 


The buffalo is a very bony fish, 


she said, but the home econo- 
mists have processed it, ground it 
up, and found it suitable for can- 
ning. They also have developed a 
fish cold cut—which they believe 
is suitable for a sandwich loaf— 
and a fish portion, which is larg- 
er than the fish sticks purchase- 
able nowadays. 


The big aim of the technology 


and the market survey is to get 
big industry to sit up and take 
notice, Miss Hatchett said'. 


"We need to get industry to 


utilize some of these products," 
she said. '-That could start a 
chain reaction that could put the 
fish farming industry on its feet" 


She estimated that fis'h farming' 


really came into existence only 1ft 
years ago when farmers found 
fish in their rice ponds. She Said 
they also discovered 
that the 


presence of fish in unused rice 
fields fertilized the earth and cre- 
ated" be'tter rice crops., 


"They learned, to," she said, 


"that fish could be harvested and 
grown as a marketable crop." 


The obstacles presently in the 


path of success for fish farmers 
are multitudinous, Miss Hatchet 
said. The-y include',, in some! area's, 
a lack of surface water, in others 
an inferior climate, the fact that 
almost 50 per cent of the fish con- 
sumed in the United States is im- 
ported, and, until recently, an ap- 
parent lack of concern for the fish 
farmer. 


The last item, she said1, recent- 


ly was assuaged to some extent 
when Congress passed a law mak- 
ing fish farmers eligible for loans 
under the Farmers Home Admin- 
isti'ation. 


As for surface water, sfie said 


Arkansas is in a good position. 


"Arkansas is, in fact, unique in 


having so much surface wafer," 
she said., "There practically is no 
fish farming in Michigan because 
able, like it is in Arkartsas." 
able, lik eit is in Arkansas." 


With a little bit of luck and a 


good deal of work, she said the 
fish farming industry could be- 
come one of the major industries 
in Hie 
1 nations—anjd Arkansas could
